BOSTON— SensLiox Edward M. Ken- 
nedy lias asked the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts to set ground 
rules for any inquest into the ^death of 
Mary Jo Kopechne. 

Specifically^ an attorney representing 
Mr. Kennedy requested: 

• That the press and public be barred 
from the proceedings. 

• That Judge J^es A, Boyle of the 
dishict court of Dukes County be dis- 
qualified from jpresiding. 

• That Senator Kennedy be permitted 
la full legal defense by a lav^er em- 
^ powered to cross-examine witnesses and 

object to evidence. 

These requests were presented- in a 
two-hour hearing October 8 '^before five
